A Night on a Wind-Swept Beach 
in a Subi-Zero Temperature 

Certain of our Alaskan comrades 
ivere wrecked en route to sortie 
iSpecial meeting,';. Writ!!!g recently on 
the matter, Major Carruthers says 
that while no lives were lost, the 
Hydaburg comrades certainly had a 
very exciting time. They had anchor- 
ed their motor launch in a snow- 
storm, but the wind changed, and 
they drifted on to a rock. The eleven 
comrades, four of them women, were 
compelled to leave the boat, and 
spend the night on the wind-swepD 
beach with their clothing drenched, 
without fire, and the thermometar 
below zero. 

It was found that the side of the 
boat was sfcovc in by the beatin^j 
against the rocks; and the next tide 
caused it to sink, bo that only the 
mast remained above water. This 
meant, of course, a loss of clothing 
apparel, including uniforms, some 
valuable blankets, and two cherished 
Army Flags. In all, the loss ^vill not 
be anyt.hfng !c;£s than four hundred 
-dollars, apart from the repairs to the 
boat. 

With the failure of the fishing 
season and the consequent financi'*! 
distress, it is indeed a misfortune to 
these comrades. T)ie native Soldiery 
are rallying to their aid and auiiiBl^ 
ing them out of their own straitened 
means-.
